Hacking Offensive Is 
Final Battle of Caro- 
lina Games. 


WITH THE FOURTH CORPS 
IN THE CAROLINAS, Nov. 26. 
(V)—The smaller Fourth Corps, 
making up in shock power what 
it lacks in men and guns, threw 
its hundreds of tanks at the ad- 
vancing first army today in a 
hacking offensive in the final 
training battle of the Carolina war 
games. 

Just sparring with patrols since 
yesterday morning, Major General 
Charles L. Scott, commander of 
the First Armored Corps, threw 
his two divisions at the wide front 
of the enemy, seeking to lop off a 
great segment and disorganize the 
action, extending for 60 miles. 

Defensive Tactics. 

The front of the simulated war, 
to continue most of this week, 
stabilized in.a southeasterly direc- 
tion, starting about 15 miles from 
Charlotte, N. C., and extending to 
Cheraw,.S. C. 

Now the five-division Fourth 
Army Corps of Major General 
Oscar W. Griswold, with approxi- 
mately 800 tanks as the driving 
force, has a wide target, to push 
in here, withdraw, and hit an- 
other place before the eight-divi- 
sion First Army can bunch its 
anti-tank guns, so successful in 
the first field exercise last week.

Whip Checkitis 


Burst of Singing Enables 
Cadets To Relax, Gain 
Control. 


By DON WHITEHEAD. 

JACKSONVILLE, Fla., Nov. 26. 
(The Constitution Special News 
Service)—-The cadet from Geor- 
gia was flying at 4,000 feet when 
he discovered he had two right 
feet and a hand full of thumbs. 

He looked like a raw beginner 
up there in the little yellow train- 
ing plane wobbling through a se- 
ries of spins, Immelman turns, 
ioops and wingovers near the gi- 
ant naval air station where many 
Navy birdmen get their training. 

But suddenly he took a deep 
breath and burst into song. May- 
be it was the “Beer Barrel Polka,” 
or “I’m a Ramblin’ Wreck.” But 
whatever it was—it worked. 

From then on, the youngster 
flew the plane like a veteran un- 
til the instructor, checking his fit- 
ness to move on to more advanced 
training, gave him the signal to 
head for the field. 

Mental Disease. 

The cadet knew what was 
wrong. For a few minutes he had 
been a victim of a mental disease 
known as “checkitis” to the stu- 
dent fliers in training at the air 
Station. 7 

Checkitis was washing him out 
of training as a naval pilot, just 
as it had others, until he remem- 
bered x paragraph in a little book 
of instructions he had _ received 
when he entered training. It said: 

“At first you will squeeze the 
controls five times as hard as you 
need to. Loosen up and relax. 
Take a deep breath. Sing. It will 
improve your flying to relax.” 

And so he sang, and the tension 
went out of his muscles. You’ve 
got to be relaxed to be a good 
pilot. 

Wasn't the First. 

The Georgia boy wasn’t the first, 
and he won’t be the last, to feel 
this terrific mental pressure build 
up when a check pilot climbs into 
the plane to examine a student 
whose ambition it is to be a Navy 
flyer. 

Sometimes the cadets fly like 
veterans for their instructors and 
then go to pieces when the check 
pilot goes up with them. Their 
. self-confidence vanishes and 
they’re like small boys who for- 
got the answers to an examina- 
tion. 

And just about the only solution 
is to build up confidence with ad- 
ditional flying time so that the pe- 
riodic checks won't be terrifying 
afiairs. 

Checkitis, however, is just one 
of the hazards on the long road 
which must be traveled by the 
youths who want to win their 
Navy wings. They enter the train- 
ing station here at the rate of 100 
every two weeks—and about 88 of 
each group pass the finish line. 
For one reason or another, the 
others fall out.

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Council Jittery 
As Assignment 


DayComesNear 
Committee Shifts Due in| 
Reorganization on 
January 5. 


City political circles are begin- 
ming to buzz with rumor and re- 
port about what Mayor LeCraw 
will do in the reorganization of 
council on January 5, 1942, and 
some of the 18 members of coun- 
cil are as jittery as turkey gob- 
blers the day before Thanksgiving. 

The mayor has a running rec- 
ord of how each council member 
voted on what he considers im- 


portant administration measures. 
The little blue book’s marks con- 
tain mainly the records on finan- 
cial policies. 

Dame rumor has it that the lit- 
tle peok will be a blow to the 1942 
aspirations of some. Important 
committee assignments mean in- 
luence in administration circles, 
and failure to get choice appoint- 
ments means a council member 
may be made one of the forgotten 
men in the municipal govern- 
ment 

“Lookout” Committee. 

Although all committee assign- 
ments are in the hands of LeCraw 
for the coming year, he has given 
no indication as to what he in- 
tends to do, asserting it is still too 
early to begin speculation. It is 
known, however, that the mayor 
will not re-establish the famous 
“lookout committee,” a group cre- 
ated by the late Mayor James L. 
Key with the assertion “all they 
have to do is to look out the win- 
dows” Key in refusing appoint- 
ments to anti-administrationists 
said he put them all on the “look- 
out committee.” 

LeCraw, however, is expected to 
give staunch administration sup- 
porters the important assignments, 
and probably will take’ especial 
care of Councilmen Joe _ Allen, 
Roy Bell, James E. Jackson and 
Paul Butler, who are rounding 
out their first year of service and 
who have won their spurs as ad- 
ministration stalwarts. 

The mayor plans to hold sev- 
eral conferences before he fully 
decides on what he will dish out 
in the way of committees. 

He is expected to return Coun- 
‘cilman John A. White to the 
-chairmanship of the important fi- 
mance committee, the group which 
directs city fiscal policies to a 
large degree. 

White is now rounding out a 
term as mayor pro tem, and is the 
first councilman ever to serve in 
the capacity of presiding officer 
of the council. 

Strained Relations. 

Several times during the year, 
relations between him and Le- 
Craw grew somewhat § strained, 
but there seems to be a better 


understanding at this time, and 
observers pick White for his old 
post as finance chairman.

Linemen Respect Home Lights 


By PAUL JONES. 

Joe Fowler won't touch an elec- 
tric light switch at home to work 
on it. It’s too dangerous. 

Fowler is a grizzled veteran 
lineman for the Georgia Power 
Company, accustomed to handling 
“hot wires.” And he'd rather 
handle the hot ones than fool with 
his home fixtures, carrying only 
110 volts against the 4,000 up- 
wards to 110,000 volts surging 
through the big lines. 

Not that the “hot wires” don’t 
scare him—he stays scared, and 
alive. He has a job as dangerous 
as a man can undertake. But 
where every precaution is taken 
the men working the wires are 
safer than the amateur electrician 
piddling around with ordinary 
light fixtures and not knowing 
he's fooling with dynamite. 

‘Keep 'Em Covered.” 

Fowler is a typical power line- 
man. His skin is as tough as whip 
leather, tanned and burned by the 
sun and the wind and the rain and 
the snow and the ice. H2 knows 
there won't be a second chance if 
he gets careless. And, like all the 
rest of the linemen, he abides by 
the one law of the gangster’s code | 
—‘‘Keep ’em covered.” 

“Keeping ‘em covered” to the 
lineman means every wire in the 
vicinity of where they are work- 
ng atop the poles must be cov- 
ered with thick rubber blankets 
and insulating tubes. And when 
it comes to handling the “hot 
wires,” they wear thick rubber 
gloves or use a “hot stick,” a pole 
which keeps them more than 
three feet away, a distance which 
ail linemen respect. 

Not that there’s anything like

crews, Off the job, these linemen 
—225 of whom work with the hot- 
est thing on earth in and near 
Atlanta—are just ordinary folk. 
Most of them are boys from the 
arm, and most of them still like 
gardening.

“We have records to show that 
in many past civilizations the peo- 
ple have allowed the land to waste 
away and they perished; in some 
cases excavations show that ero- 
sion of such lands wasted away 
the topsoil, then the subsoil, down 
to bedrock. Those people are gone 
with the soil, after thousands of 
years of use,” the soil conserva- 
tionist said. 

He declared that some soil sav- 
ing systems were instituted in the | % 
United States as early as 1830 but |

that a systematic and scientific | E& 
program was launched.

Necessary Transporta- 
tion Needs Cited by 


Manufacturers.

DETROIT, Nov. 26.—(The Con- 
stitution Special News Service)— 
“Automobiles... are as necessary 
as shoes... without automobiles 
and shoes, American skill and en- 
ergy could not be brought to the

Modern Man, New 
Group Forecast.

NEW YORK, Nov. 26.—(INS)— 
Future development of a new race 
of human beings, as different from 
modern man as he is from the ape, 
is predicted by a famous British 
scientist in the Smithsonian Insti- 
tution’s annual report.

NEW YORK, Nov. 26.—(The 
Special News Service).— «she arm- 
ed merchant ship, venturing dan- 
ger-laden waters with its cargoes, 
is like the old stagecoach of fron- 
tier days.

In groups, with a strong escort, 
these cargo ships’ chances of 
reaching port are good. 

But the lone merchantman 
which encounters a cruiser or bat- 
tleship at sea may be written off 
as ci\tured, or sunk, if it is rash 
enoug:) to resist. By good for- 
tune, it might escape in the dark. 

If such a formidable enemy is 
known to be at large, however, the 
merchantman ordinarily will not 
venture far from a heavily-armed 
ship of friendly colors. 

Few Bomber Attacks.

conservation committee, in whose |

gram in the county. 
Eligible Voters Listed. 

Eligible to vote in the election 
ef committeemen, delegates and 
aiternates is any person having 
an interest in a farm,: registered 
as a member of the county asso- 
ciation, and participating in the 
farm program. 

After these elections, the next 
important farm event will be the 
referendum on December 13 in 
which farmers will vote “yes” 
or “no” for the fifth time on the 
question of cotton marketing quo- 
tas for 1942. 

In fixing the referendum date, 
Secretary of Agriculture Claude 
Wickard announced a national 
cotton acreage allotment of ap- 
proximately 27,400,000 acres next 
year, about the same as for 1942. 
In Georgia, acreage allotments 
Temain about the same as for 
this year.

The rate paid on wheat was in-| 


creased from 8 cents per bushel 
to 10.5 cents. 

As in the past, farmers, it was 
said, may earn two types of pay- 
ments under the 1942 program, 
one for planting within special 
acreage allotments such soil-de- 
pleting crops as those listed above, 
and the other for carrying out 
soil-building practices. Soil-build- 
ing allowance for individual farms 
Was announced last July at 70 
cents per acre of cropland not 
included in special crop allot- 
ments.

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Tallest Man Wants New Gag To 


‘How's Weather Up 
There’ Monotonous to 
Cliff Thompson.

MILWAUKEE, Nov. 26.—(The 
Constitution Special News Serv- 
ice)—If you were the tallest man 


in the world, there’s one pet peeve 
you’d undoubtedly have... peo- 
ple asking you: ‘“How’s the weath- 
er up there?” 

That's what Cliff Thompson 
gays, and Cliff ought to be an 
uthority. The scholarly looking 
young giant from Scandinavia, 
Wis., towers eight feet, six inches 
skyward and tips the scale (when 
he doesn’t break it) at just a 
little under a quarter-ton. 

“It gets kind of tiresome an- 
swering that weather gag veto 
3 iff says good-naturedly. 
“T wish somebody would think 
wr cTet may Tot be the tallest man 
in the world, but if there’s any- 
one taller, he hasn’t met him. 
Cliff claimed the tallest-man title 
following the death last July of 
Robert Wadlow, 491-pound, eight- 
foot, nine and one-half inch giant 
from Alton, IIL. 

Now a Salesman. 


Thompson has exhibited his 
prodigious physique to circuses 
and side-show audiences from 
coast to coast. But lately—anxious 
to prove to himself he could earn 
a living through capabilities oth- 
er than the accidental one of size 
—-he has been engaged in the less 
exciting occupation of traveling 
salesman. : 

Less exciting? Well, not so far, 
Cliff says. When you’re eight feet, 
six inches tall, the pursuit of nor- 
mal living is far from a monoton- 
ous occupation. 

There’s that uncertain problem 
of hotel beds, for instance. Trav- 
eling Salesman Cliff never knows 
whether he’s going to have to fold 
up like an accordion—or whether 
he'll be pleasantly surprised as 
he was one night he spent in 
Cleveland. There the hotel man- 
acer, dismayed not at all by Cliff’s 
size, hauled out of the basement 
an enormous bed built 10 years 
previously for a towering Swedish 
prince. 

Cliff remembers that night the 
way you’d remember the time you 
had your right arm amputated. 
Because usually he has to sleep 
the best he can, his 460 pounds 
stretched diagonally across two 
hotel beds drawn together. His 
wife, who is five feet, five inches, 
naps on a cot at his side. 

Well-Proportioned. 


If Cliff hasn’t had to worry 
ebout the draft, neither has the 
Army had to worry about out- 
fitting and feeding him. The 36- 
year-old giant, who proudly 
claims he is the “best-proportioned 
tall man in the world,” trots 
eround on size 22 shoes, wears a 
size 9 hat and has to have all 
his clothes made to order—all ex- 
cept neckties. 

There are those who say that 
when Cliff really is hungry he can 
clear a table of three pounds of 
steak, three extra large baked 
potatoes, several dishes of vege- 
tables, a quart of milk and a 
whole pie. Cliff, however, claims 
he usually isn’t hungry and eats

else. 


only a little more than an or- 
dinary person. 


Unlike most giants, who mush- 
room beyond normal altitude 2arly 
in life, Cliff grew normally 
through adolescense and up to the 
time he went to Central State 
Teachers College at Stevens Point, 
Wis. But then Cliff kept getting 
taller and taller. 


After graduation he left the 
Waupaca county farm home of his 
Norwegian-American parents, Mr. 
and Mrs. Julius Gustavos Thomp- 
son, and began capitalizing on his 
size. His parents are normal sized, 
and so are his two sisters. 


Cliff worked four years with the 
Al G. Barnes show and another 
four years with the Cole Brothers- 
Clyde Beatty circus. In 1939 he 
married the former Mary Bars, 5 
foot, 5% inch Milwaukee night 
club dancer. 

While the tall man thinks that 
being a circus giant was an ex- 
citing existence, he finds a sales- 
man’s life, too, contains excite- 
ment. 
| “The big difference,” he says, 


Thompson is a vonvenient 


man to have around the place during house-cleaning 
time. Here he takes care of a bit of dusting which is out 
of the reach of his wife, Marian—and almost anybody , 


“is that as a circus giant I was 
merely on display, whereas now I 


am doing a job the same as any- 
body else.” 


Show Experience Helps. 


“Of course, I think my show ex- 
perience helps in my present work, 
as I have the knack of putting 
showmanship into my selling, 
which is chiefly the reason for 
my success as a salesman.” 

Cliff’s employer can testify to 
that success. Much to their sur- 
prise, he sold company officials on 
the idea of giving him a job—as 
the result of a joking remark made 
to him while he was working at 
the Wisconsin State Fair. 

Cliff, towering over the crowd 
like a colossus striding through 
a world of little men, was walking 
through the fair grounds with a 
sign around his neck reading: 

“Drink milk. Look what it did 
for me.” 

A brewery representative, jok- 
ingly remarked that Cliff ought to 
be advertising his product instead. 
Cliff turned up at the office after

the fair ended and talked himself 
into a job. 

In his free hours, Cliff enjoys 
lecturing to civic clubs and similar 
groups. 

His good nature makes him the 
target for numerous quips. One 
day, after a shoeshine boy had 
traversed his huge brogans from 
end to end and Cliff had given the 
usual dime plus a nickel tip, a by- 
stander told the boy: 

“Son, you've just shined the 
shoes of the world’s tallest man— 
size 22's.” 

“You're telling me, mister!” the 
boy muttered. “I sure lost money 
on that project.” 

Cliff has his own little jokes, 
too. He enjoys running his finger 
along a molding next to the ceil- 
ing (no stunt for him), displaying 
the inevitable dust, and then play- 
fully chiding his astonished host 
for being a poor housekeeper. 

Travel by Auto. 

He and his wife do all their 
traveling by automobile, almost 
40,000 miles a year over his sales 
area. 

By necessity, he is the backseat 
driver of the family. The front 
seat of his five-passenger coupe 
has been removed and a 19-inch 
extension added to the steering 
wheel so that Cliff can reach it 
comfortably from _ the rear seat. 
The car attracts almost as much 
attention as Cliff. 

Being the center of attention 
most of the time, as Cliff is, often 
becomes tedious. He so frequent- 
ly longs for solitude that he spends 
many nights locked in his hotel 
room reading and playing cards, or 
begs a few days vacation at his 
dairy farm near Scandinavia. 
There he daydreams about his 
fondest ambition—that of building 
a home to fit his huge body, with 
oversize furniture, beds and bath- 
tubs to match. 

His dream house also would 
have a dance floor, and perhaps a 
movie projection room, for Cliff 
likes to attend movies, but never 
is comfortable unless he can find 
one of those new love seats built 
for two. 

In modern times few giants, be- 
sides Wadlow, have surpassed the 
towering Wisconsin youth in 
height. Patrick Cotter, of Kins- 
dale, Ireland, a genial chap, who 
lighted his cigars at lamp-posts, 
was eight feet, seven and three- 
quarters inches tall. In 1905 the 
London Times described Feodar 
Machnow, a Russian, born in 1882, 
as being nine feet three inches 
tall. 

They all, however, would have 
had to look up to Giant Posia and 
Giantess Secundilla. Historians of 
ancient Rome said the due grew 
to 10 feet, three inches. Pliny, too, 
wrote about the Arabian giant, 
Gabbaras, who thrilled the court 
of the Emperor Claudius with his 
nine feet three-inch stature. 

When you’re as tall as Thomp- 
son, you don’t have to worry about 
such things as getting your nose 
bloodied by a tough stranger 
whose fender you’ve dented. 

But, on the other hand, when 
_you’re an ordinary-sized mortal 
_you don’t have to worry about the 
things that haunt a giant like Cliff. 

Cliff is scared to death that 
some day he'll get his head caught 
in one of those big four-bladed 
fans. 
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Maneuvering

The foods bought at the Fort 
Jackson marketing center includ- 
ed 14 cars of apples, 13 cars of 
cabbage, 40 cars of potatoes and 
shipments of cauliftower, celery, 
grapes, lemons, lettuce, 
oranges, carrots and turnips to- 
taling 116 1-2 cars. 

Forty-eight cars of perishable 
@nimal products were purchased 
for $279.792. 

The poultry eaten by First Army 
soldiers in October weighed 151,- 
040 pounds; 360,000 dozen’ eggs 
were consumed, and 12 cars of 
butter and cheese were sent to 
the field for the troops in the war 
games.

The flag of the United States 
of America, the third oldest na- 
tional emblem, is affectionately 
called “The Star Spangled Ban- 
ner,’ “Old Glory” and “the Stars 
and Stripes,” but when spoken of 
officially, it is “the flag,” or “the 


colors.” 


@ The flag should always be flown 
or displayed with the stars to the 
left and with the stripes floating 
to the right. 

The nearest thing to our flag 
of today made its first public ap- 
pearance in 1775 at Cambridge, 
Mass., when the Philadelphia 
Troop of Light Horse carried a 
flag with 13 alternate blue and 
silver stripes in the upper left- 
hand corner. 


Less than a year later, and 
without authorization of any gov- 
erning body, George Washington 
raised a flag consisting of 13 al- 
ternate red and white stripes, 
with the crosses of St. George 
and St. Andrew in a blue: field 
in the upper left-hand corner,

@ When hanging with the stripes 
in a vertical position, the stars 
should always appear in 
left-hand corner. 


On June 14, 1777, the Con- 
tinental Congress adopted a flag 
consisting of 13 alternate red and 
white stripes, with 13 white stars 
in a blue background. 

The stripes were to represent 
the original 13 colonies, and the 
stars representing “a new con- 
stellation in the heavens.” As oth- 
er states were added to the Union, 
other stars were added, until to- 
day, there are 48 stars in the 
constellation. 

After the United States had 
won the Revolutionary War, states 
were added from time to time. 
As these states were added, con- 
gress had to pass a special act 
authorizing another star in the 
flag. In April, 1818, the congress 
passed a flag act automatically 
adding a new star on the follow- 
ing Fourth of July after a new 


state had been admitted. This act | 


is still in force.

Regulations governing the flag 
permit only one other banner to 
fly above the “Stars and Stripes.”

There are many regulations gov- 
erning the uses of the American | 
flag. Some of them are: 

The flag must never touch the | 
ground; in a parade, the Ameri- | 
can flag demands the place of | 
honor, on the right-hand side: 
when stretched across the street 
as a banner, the stars must be to 
the north in an east and west 
street, and toward the east on a 
north and south street; the flag 
must not be used as a table cloth, 
nothing but the Bible shall rest 
upon the flag; in saluting the flag, 
a man in uniform gives the regu- 
lation military salute, while a ci- 
Vilian should remove his hat with 
his right hand, and hold the hat 
over his heart until the flag has 
passed; when flags of two or more 
nations are displayed, they shall 
be flown from separate staffs of 
the same height, and the Stars 
and Stripes shall be on the right: 
when the American flag is to fly 
at half-mast, it must first be run 
to the top of the staff and then 
slowty lowered to the half-way 
point; in lowering a half-masted 
flag, it shall first be raised to the 


peak, then lowered; when used in 
connection with the unveiling of |

WASHINGTON, Nov. 26.—(The Constitution Special 
News Service)—The G-men, who had been ignoring the cal- 
endar for years, threw away their clocks when President 


Roosevelt declared a national 

When John Edgar Hoover be- 
came director of the Federal Bu- 
reau of Investigation in 1924, he 
observed that if criminals worked 
on Sundays and holidays, the men 
who hunted them would have to 
do likewise. 

National defense made the G- 
man's working schedule 24 hours 
a day as well as seven days a 
week, and 24 hours a day meant 
just that all too often. For the 
special agent's associates in the 
bureau, such as clerks, stenogra- 
phers and messengers, the working 
day was extended by two hours, 

Overtime Cut. 

FBI officials say that nobody 
really minded, because the boss— 
who always had worked the long- 
est hours of anyone in the bureau 
—was still out in front. But when 
the first complaint was heard, it 
came from the boss—he said his 
staff was working too hard. And 
because they worked too hard too 
long, they were likely to injure 
their health. So the standard over- 
time for employes below the rank 
of agent was cut to one hour a 
day. Later, the agents themselves 
were limited to an average of three 
hours’ overtime daily. 

Neighbors of FBI families could 
mot avoid observing that agents 
worked long and irregular hours. 
There must have been more than 
a little back fence gossip about

Every messenger and clerk in the 
FBI today knows that he can get 
preference for promotion to an 
agents rank when he can meet the 
qualifications. That is why more 
than 600 clerical employes are 
‘studying at Washington colleges 
and universities in their off hours. 
The better jobs are always filled 
through promotions. 

Every official above the rank of 
agent started as an agent—there 
are.no men on top who don’t un- 
derstand the agents problems 
from experience.

Through the dark forest of the years, men 
always have paused in the clearings to revel 
in the warmth of the sun, to breathe their 
thankfulness for a journey broken by safe 
pause in the light.

For Law and Order 

There is something grandly reassuring about 
the splendid turnout of ministers of Atlanta’s 
churches at the hearing, held by Governor 
Talmadge, on the pleas of six convicted floggers 
for executive clemency. 

The Governor had expressed sympathy for 
these convicted men, despite the hideous, de- 
spicable crime of which juries of their peers 
had found them guilty. He had even gone 
so far as to condone their offense, saying they 
had “meant well,” but had been “misdirected 
and misguided.” And he had asked if there 
were not ministers who would come and plead 
their cause before him, setting the hearing for 
last Tuesday. 

And the ministers of the gospel responded 
to his invitation to attend the hearing, but 
not on behalf of the convicted men. They 
appealed, instead, for the cause of law and 
order, appealed that the law be left to take its 
course in the cases of these six who had 
smeared the good name of that selfsame law 
and had cast bloodsoaked mud upon the white 
robes of justice. 

Great was the crime these floggers perpe- 
trated upon their helpless victims and he who 
says they should not pay the comparatively 
light penalty imposed flaunts the very purpose 
of justice. 

But greater still was the crime they perpe- 
trated upon the courts of Georgia, upon the 
very name of the law itself. For they presumed 
to take into their own hands that prerogative 
of judgment which belongs to the courts alone. 
They presumed to act as judge and jury and 
executioner. They presumed to make mock of 
Georgia and her courts of justice and to sate 
their own brutal lusts, in the dark of night, 
hidden by masks, against helpless captives. 

Governor Talmadge has taken under ad- 
visement his decision in theSe cases. All that 
remains for Georgians who respect the integrity 
of law to do, is to pray that the words of the 
ministers who, on Tuesday last, plead so elo- 
quently to uphold law and order, may not be 
unheeded.

Precaution 

The sending of American troops to Dutch 
Guiana reflects the belief that France is soon 
to become a full member of the Axis and that 
her colonies in this hemisphere are a serious 
danger to vital areas near by. 

It is not unlikely the dispatch of troops to 
Dutch Guiana foreshadows seizure of French 
Guiana and the islands of Martinique and 
Guadeloupe. These are outlying bases which 
could be of inestimable value to the Axis and, 
although they are ostensibly harmless today, 
their proximity to the Panama Canal makes 
it essential they be under the control of 
American nations. 

France can no longer be regarded as a 
friendly nation. Petain and Darlan obviously 
are turning to full co-operation with the Hitler 
regime, leaving no remaining reason why this 
country should treat Vichy with kid gloves. 
Similarly, there is no reason why the United 
States should permit French control of colo- 
nies which might at any moment become the 
bases for furtive offensive action against the 
Panama Canal or the southern mainland of 
this country. 

Any delay in taking action may make the 
task of occupation triply difficult. It is essen- 
tial, therefore, that further action foreshad- 
owed by the dispatch of troops to Dutch Guiana 
be undertaken as soon as possible.

Georgia Editors Say: 
STEEL-SAVING LICENSES 
(From The Athens Banner-Herald) 
Everybody has seen garages lined inside with 
old auto license plates tacked up on the wall. 
But only in America. No other country would 
have been able to afford such a prodigal waste 
of sheet metal. 
They'll be rarer in future. Five states already 
have plans, according to the Federation of Tax 


. Administrators, to eliminate the need for new 


license plates next year or soon. California wil] 
fasten “cover strips” over this year’s plates with 


._ the new data; only new registrants will receive 


new plates, saving between $100,000 and $130,000, 
in addition to the saving in precious sheet steel. 
Delaware has plates with changeable inserts for 
dates. Kentucky is considering a five-year license 
plate, and so on. By next year it’s not impossible 
that many other states will be considering plans 
to save steel and money by new license plate 
devices. Another way to save would be to get 
the dangerous drivers off the streets entirely. 


WASHINGTON PARADE 
By GLADSTONE WILLIAMS. 
VICTORY WITHOUT BLOODSHED WASHING'TON, Nov. 


26.—The results ob- 
tained thus far completely justify the methods adopted by President 
Roosevelt in handling the captive coal mine strike, which threat- 
ened to tie up the bulk of the nation’s steel production at a time 
whén our huge defense program is just catching its stride. 

In the face of growing congressional demands that he take dras- 
tic action against John L. Lewis and the striking miners, Mr. 
Roosevelt went about the business of adjusting the dispute calmly 
and patiently. He won a victory without the bloodshed that would 
have accompanied the calling out of the armed forces to reopen the 
mines, 

Backed by public sentiment and evidence of strong support in 
congress, he won a personal victory over Mr. Lewis also, although 
it must have been a temptation for him not to crack down severely 
on the former CIO leader, a bitter enemy both of the President and 
the administration's foreign policy. 


VICTORY OVER CONGRESS Finally, Mr. Roosevelt seems 


to have won a victory over 
congress itself. The clamor and criticism which came up from 
Capitol Hill over his failure to move more precipitately in the nego- 
tiations preceding the agreement for arbitration tends to put con- 
gress more definitely on record in favor of needed, antistrike legis- 
lation, ‘

Months ago the House Naval 
Affairs Committee reported out a measure by its chairman, Repre- 
sentative Carl Vinson, calling for a mandatory cooling off period 
beforé defense strikes could be ordered. Later the rules committee 
gave the bill legislative priority, enabling it to be called up at the 
will of its sponsor. But chiefly for the reason that he could obtain 
no assurance of its passage, Representative Vinson has made no 
effort to bring it to a vote, 


COUNTRY FED UP Now it is pretty generally conceded that 

congress is in a mood to pass most any- 
thing that is recommended on the subject. Certainly it is possible 
to pass more drastic legislation today than. it was six months ago. 
The country has become fed up on labor disputes affecting de- 
fense production and congress has heard from the country. 

If Mr. Rogsevelt had deliberately set out to get some mandatory 
strike settlement legislation through congress, he could not have 
arranged it better than recent events have provided. It might have 
been a battle before. Strike legislation is loaded with political 
dynamite. Now congress is clamoring to take the initiative. At 
the White House conference of congressional leaders the other 
night, in which both Democrats and Republicans participated, he 
gave congress the go-ahead signal—a free hand to write most any 
sort of bill that seems desirable. Now he is able to sit back and 
watch congress carry the ball, whereas earlier there would have 
been plenty of opposition if he had initiated action. 

The President’s victory was won by patience and firmness. He 
did not call out the Army, as he might have done, although the 
threat of using the armed forces to keep the mines open always 
hung over the negotiations and must have been a potent influence. 


ARBITRATION BETTER Had he called out the Army there 
is a chance that most of the miners 
might have responded to patriotic appeals for returning to work. 
But it is better that the dispute should be settled through arbitra- 
tion, rather than force. It makes for better feelings along the entire 
labor front. 
What antistrike legislation is to result from the situation re- 
mains to be seen. It is interesting to note, however, that the House 
Labor Committee, spurred on by an aroused public sentiment, has 
instructed its acting chairman, Representative Robert Ramspeck, to 
prepare a bill as the basis of legislation, to be reported later, which 
goes further than most anything proposed earlier in the session, 


The Ramspeck tentative bill, which will be

One morning he came down town, neatly dressed and glowing 
with health, and stopped to talk with an older man, who said: “You 
look uncommonly well, Henry. What’s the explanation?” 

The youth grinned and explained: “I’ve quit drinking. I began 
to notice that nice girls wouldn’t go out with me, so I changed 
my way of living and now I’m sitting pretty.” 

It was a rare reason for reform, but the youth had unknowingly 
hit upon the explanation of all ethical rules. They pay. 

The most primitive races have some kind of marriage law; not 
as a moral measure, but because experience showed the need of 
it. It is best for everybody concerned-——the woman, the children, 
the tribe, and therefore for the man. 

The first law against stealing may have been intended to protect 
property, but it had a larger purpose. . Being able to find a spear 
or tool where one left it made life more secure and orderly. B&B 
was better for everybody. 

Every moral and ethical rule we have is a logical product of 
experience. They were adopted and made law, not primarily in 
the name of righteousness, but as welfare measures. What is best 
for the individual and the tribe is moral. 

We have only to observe the present turmoil and agony of the 
world to see what happens when men ignore the rules approved 
by experience, and lie, deceive, betray, bribe, break their word, 
violate solemn agreements, and employ the methods that aH ex- 
perience has shown to be evil. 

Those who break the rules think they are being smart, for it is 
easy to win by cheating and they have an enormous temporary 
advantage; but their gain is brief, for their outlawry soon becomes 
known and then every man’s hand is against them, 

The rules require honesty, temperance, chastity, truthfulness, in- 
tegrity, courtesy, dependability and fairness simply because such 
behavior is most profitable to the individual and the community. 
The honest man gains the world’s good opinion, and to have the 
world’s approval is to have the key to success. It is smart to be good. 

Most of our criminals are mentally below par; and the more ine 
telligent people are, the less they violate the rules. Tests have 
shown that youngsters with the highest I. Q. are least likely to 
cheat and lie. Violating the law is not mere “badness”; it is stupid.
